HANSON TELLS OF 
HAWAIIAN PLAYERS 


Ta 
Local Man Knows of School, 
Which Is Sending Team 
Here For Game 








An idea of the Kamehameha 
school, Hawaiian Islands, which 
will send a football team to play 
Chaffey here December 27, was 
given today by Kenneth I. Han- 
son, who for three years was 
working in the Island school sys- 
tem, and who at one time was 
considering joining the Kamah- 
ameha school faculty. 

“The football team will be boys 
of fair complexion, who are high- 
ly cultured and will in all pro- 
bability be very clean players,” 
Mr. Hanson said. 

The school is not supported by 
public taxes, but by the Bishop Es- 
tate, which owns and _ controis 
one-tenth of all the land in the 
clawaiian Islands. The school 
maintained through a will of an 
“enlightened and beloved princess 
of the Hawaiian race, who was 
the last of the royal line of Kam- 
ehameha, and who died Oct ber 
16, 1884,” reads literature Mr. 
Hanson has from the school. 

Kamehameha was a king who 
brought the islands under one 
control and he is honored as a 
national hero, according to the 
local man.- About 500 students 
are in the school, one department 
being for boys and one for girls. 


As far as Mr. Hanson knows, 
the Kamehameha school is the 
only one in existence whose in- 
come is greater than the schools 
can use to advantage. Income 
from the Bishop estate has been 
rapidly increasing, 

When it comes to football, the 
j boys are fast and well built, Mr. 
Hanson said. He knows the coach, 
Willie Wise, “who was one of the 
fastest players in the Hawaiian 
Islands.” 

“I don’t know any more about 
the style of football they play 
than anyone -here,”’ he continued, 
“but I am quite sure those boys 
will fight to the end and play 
clean all the time.” 

The Hawaiian players, who 
were defeated Saturday by the 
Pasadena junior college 14 to 13, 
are expected to leave the islands
